Kohler Against La Folletute. 
Events culminating in the suit

holding their first elective offices, | 
but leaders of rival Republican | 
factions at odds with each other 
On all important State and national 
issues. 

They are a study in contrasts. 
“Young Bob” derived political 
power from the elder La Follette, 
and at 30 years of age stepped into 
his seat in the Senate. Gov. 
Kohler inherited a factory and a 
fortune, and in his forties is one | 
of the most energetic and success- | 
ful industrial leaders of this pros- | 
perous State. These two young | 
men have been in collision. since | 
the presidential primary in Wis- 
consin a year ago, when La Fol-| 
lette led the balloting on the slate 
of delegates instructed for Senator 
Norris of Nebraska. Making his 
first appearance in politics, Kohler 
ran far in the lead on the conserva- 
tive slate. When “Young Bob” 
made his dramatic stand for the 
Wisconsin platform at the Kansas 
City convention, Kohler headed a| 
revolt in the delegation for the ma- | 
jority report. He returned home | 
to announce his candidacy for | 
Governor as a supporter of the 
Hoover-Curtis ticket and platform. 
and at once became the hope of 
the conservatives who have fought 
since 1900 to unhorse the La Fol- 
lette leadership. 

The “Flying Candidate.” 

Kohler made a novel and spec- 
tacular campaign. He earned the 
name of a “flying candidate,” fi]]- 
ing most of his engagements on 
the stump by airplane. He invited 
the general public to visit the mod- 
el factory town which bears his 
mame, in Sheboygan County, and 
more than 5000 made the pilgrim- 
age in motor caravans. 

Representative Joe Beck, a 
farmer who had served eight years 
in Congress, opposed Kohler in the 
primary, with the backing of Sena- 
tors La Follette and Blaine La | 
Follette himself being a candidate | 
for renomination, with a complete | 
slate of candidates for State office | 
in the field. The Progressives cap- | 
tured the nomination for al] Offices | 
save that of Governor, Kohler de- 
feating Beck by a plurality of 
21,000 out of a total of 500,000 
votes in the primary.

FOUR MEN KILLED: 


In Heavy Fog With Engine 
Disabled, Standard Line 
Ship Falls Near Beaumont, 
Cal., and Takes Fire. 


By the Associated Press. 

BEAUMONT, Cal., March 30.— 
The roughest mountain pass in 
American air fanes today took a 
toll of four lives when an air trans- 
port liner bound from Los Angeles 
to El Paso, Tex., crashed in the 
fog, exploded and burned into an 
unrecognizable mass with its pilot 
and three men passengers. 

In a heavy fog, with disabled en- 
'gine, the Standard Air Line mono- 
| plane, a Fokker with one engine, 
fell in the heart of the pass just 
three miles north of here. 

The victims were Delbert R. 
Everitt, Jr., pilot o1 Los Angeles; | 
R. L. Balke, wealthy business man | 
of Los Angeles; George Nico, weal- | 
| thy Los Angeles contractor, and | 
| T. J. Kelly, stock broker salesman 
of Los Angeles and San Antonio, 
Tex. 

The monoplane, which left Los'! 
Angeles at 8 a. m., found the pass 
blanketed with fog, which extend- 
ed in cloud formR&tion to the top of 
the pass between Mount Baldy on 
the north and Mount San- Jacinto 
to the south, both of which | 
over 10,000 feet high.

Concealment Charged. 

The Grady report further alleged 
that free meals and entertainment 
were provided visitors to: Kohler’s« 
home, that large expenditures were 
made from the funds of the cor- 
porporation of which he is presi- 
dent, and that books of account 
were altered to conceal such expen- 
ditures in violation of law. 

Judge Schein gave an ora! opin- 
ion absolving the Kohler managers 
from any wilful violation of law 
in Dane County, but on Grady’s 
recommendation filed the report 
with the Attorney-General for 
prosecution of any offenses shown 
in the State at large. Five of the 
Progressive leaders, including 
Philip La Follette, younger brother 
of the Senator, thereupon filed the 
required complaint with the Attor- 
ney-General who ordered the quo 
warranto suit now pending against | 
the Governor.

ITH Loew's preparing to return to the stage show as an added 
W sicraction to its feature pictures, the Missouri bringing in Har- 

ry Rose to act as Master of Ceremonies, Fox planning more 
elaborate presentations for his new Grand avenue house and Eddie 
Lowry still putting it over down at the Ambassador there is no sur- 
face indication of lack of popularity of the band show idea. And 
yet there is every reason to believe that some time during the next 
year this form of amusement will be pretty generally abandoned 
around the country. If the stage show does not disappear from the 
cinema temples altogether it will be greatly curtailed and the pic- 
ture houses will once more become, well, after a fashion, picture 
bouses. 


This news will be welcomed by countless numbers of film show 
customers who have always been annoyed by the carryings on be- 
tween picture flashes. However, a great many people must have 
demanded a stage show with their movie fare. Otherwise the 
astute Skouras Brothers and the other theater operators aro_nd the 
country would hardly have kept up the pay rolls of $5000 and more 
a week to support this form of entertainment. Also Loew's house

With this type of film the picture producers 
intend to go in for musical comedies and eyen operas, done in cel- 
luloid, on a large scale and with musical shows on the screen there 
will hardly seem room for musical shows of any other sort on the 
same program. Also the movie men, with their enormous resources, 
expect to attract the leading singers and dancers, to say nothing of 
the leading composers and writers, to the sound screen studios and 
any’ sort of stage show, on the same bill, would hardly meet the 
competition, Katz points out. 

And so the stage show, at least the elaborate affair of today, 
seems to be headed for the discard and the feature picture, backed 
up by screen vaudeville acts, will not be cluttered up by any fair 
haired boys acting as masters of ceremonies very much longer. 

Of course, all of this is more or less dependent upon the man- 
ner in which the movie public takes to the talkies and singles, but 
whether or not the customers will really flock to the sound houses 
they are going to get talking pictures in increasing numbers any way. 
Winfield Sheehan, who is in charge of all of the pictures made by the 
Fox organization, was also in St. Louis last week and he announced 


that from now on his company would produce nothing but sound 


fikms and that Fox would never make another silent picture. The 
other big concerns turning out films by the millions of feet day and 
night are a little more conservative and will continue to make pic- 
tures with sub-titles for the audiences who are able to read them; 
but, even without spoken dialogue, these films will not, in most in- 
stances, be entirely silent. There will be orchestral accompaniments 
for them all and the noise made by baby’s feet, going pitter patter 
‘cross the floor, will thunder from behind the screen when it is that 
sort of picture.

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
HE official title of Dr. L. 
L. Lumsden, senior sur- 
geon in the United States 
Public Health Service, is 
epidemiologist, which 
means that he Is an 
pert on epidemics. He prefers, how- 
ever, to be called a ‘‘typhoid hound,” 
and as such he has become one of the 
great scientific detectives of the world. 

For the -past 20 years——he now is 
53 years old—he has been trailing the 
deadly typhoid germ with so much 
success that he has almost worked 
himself out of a job, and, like a de- 
tective who might turn from crime de- 
tection to the larger subject of crime 
prevention, Lumsden is now devoting 
most of his time to prevention of dis- 
ease, particularly in rural communi- 
ties, 

Pertinacity, personality and evan- 
gelistic enthusiasm are responsible for 
Lumsden’s success. After others had 
failed, his dogged persistence found 
the cause of the typhoid epidemic 
three years ago which almost ruined 
the oyster industry. Two years ago 
he cleared up the mystery of two se- 
vere epidemics in Canada which so 
threatened New York, Vermont and 
New Hampshire that an embargo was 
Placed on Canadian milk. Through his 
efforts Washington is virtually with- 
Out typhoid deaths.

In the decade from 
1800 to 1910, when Lumsden and his 
colleagues began their investigation, 
the average for urban communities 
was 28 deaths per 100,000 of popula- 
tion. Last year the urban average 
was slightly leas than 2 per 100,000. 
No general statistics are available for 
rural communities.
